It is difficult to imagine ex- 
actly what is going on in this 
intensely exciting title. In fact, it 
is an extremely innovative the- 
atrical event wherein four 
women directors have theatri- 
cally interpreted and transcribed 
literary texts written by Andrea 
Dworkin, Kathy Acker and 
Dorothy Parker. While each piece 
is self-complete, together they 
inter-connectively make a cohe- 
sive whole. 

There is more to this than 
simply theatre. The atmosphere 
is intended to be informal and 



almost cabaret-esque since the 
performance takes place around 
the audience who sit at tables, 
hopefully drink the beer that is 
available and then enjoy 
Mégalo, a Montreal hard-core 
band who will play afterwards. 

A female perspective and 
voice unites the works since each 
author deals with a female pro- 
tagonist. Each of the authors are 
controversialandsomewhatsub- 
versive in their politics, writings 
and lifestyles. 

Th e two wo rks by Ka thy Acke r 
which are being interpreted are 



Blood and Cuts in High School, 
which has been re-named by 
director Sarah Stanley as Vision 
World, and the other is /., di- 
rected by Lisanne Johnson. Acker 
is an avant-garde novelist who is 
known for her sexual explicit- 
ness and subversive writing 
methods. 

In /., Acker takes Charles 
Baudelaire and his woman-friend 
and muse, Jeanne, and histori- 
cally repositions them out of 
France and into contemporary 
New York City. Whereas 
Baudelaire died of syphilis, in 
Acker'swritinghenowhasAIDS. 

The theatrical interpretation 
focuses on Jeanne whose voice 
has never been heard and whose 
experience has only ever been 
articulated through what

This weekend, The Alley will 
host three nights of home- 
grown intimacy. The third 
annual McGill Jazz Festival will 
last from Thursday, 

March 25th until Satur- 
day, March 27th. It 
provides a high profile 
forum for local jazz stu- 
dents in which they can 
strut their collective stuff 
to large audiences. 

The festival is the 
product of many differ- 
ent groups (including 
SSMU, the Alley Com- 
mittee, the McGill faculty 
of music) working to- 
gether to bring local jazz 
talent to the fore. The 
festival also helps present 
The Alley as an alterna- 
tive to Gert's for the 
student populace who 
have come to think of it 
as a coffee house cum 
airport lounge. 

In the past, the festi- 
val has enjoyed much 
success with bebopping 
crowds grooving to the live 
music. This year, the festival 
has selected exciting new 
bands as well as old favorites. 
In addition to the Faculty of 
Music's number one act, 
McGill Big Band #1, the festi- 
val will also feature Professor 
jarczyk's band, The Jan 
Jarczyck Quartet which will 
showcase two international 
musicians. 

Also participating is last 
year's favorite. The 



Intergalactic Temple of Dave 
Szigeti, known for its tribute to 
Dr. Seuss' Green Eggs and Ham. 
Described as a new age band, its 
members do not confine them- 
selves to the regular jazz patterns 
(nor to the stage for that mat- 




ter). 

There will be a three buck 
covercharge at the door— much 
less than what you would pay to 
hear Rush cover bands at Peel's 
Showbar — which will be used 
for the payment of the musi- 
cians. Helping to finance the 
event are St Ambroise, always a 
willing sponsor of all things cul- 
tural, Yamaha, who has donated 
a grand piano for the event, 
CKUT, Sonar Drums, Heritage 
Pianos, MUSA and The McGill 
Performance Dept. In addition, 



EUS, AUS, and SUS have each 
bought fifty tickets which can 
be obtained by students in 
those faculties free of charge 
on a first come first serve basis. 

Definitions 
My quest to discover 
the meaning of jazz was 
not an easy task. The 
dictionary defines jazz as 
"American music char- 
acterized by syncopated 
rhythms and contrapun- 
tal ensemble playing." 
Contrapuntal ensemble 
playing? Perhaps the dic- 
tionary was a bad source. 

Asking the question 
"what is jazz?" to other 
students invariably elic 
its looks of stupifaction 
or long pretentious dia- 
tribes on how jazz is a 
way of life, man. OK, 
anyways.... 

For those of you, like 
me, whose only expo- 
sure to jazz comes every 
July, this is a great op 
portunity to see quality 
entertainment for less 
than the cost of one of those 
Montreal jazz Fest t-shirts eve 
ryone ritually buys and wil 
continue to wear until it is rag- 
ged. On the other hand, the 
McGill experience will last a 
lifetime — according to the 
yearbook anyways. So come 
and syncopate your rhythms 
while supporting local talent 

The McGill Jazz Festival will 
take place in the Alley from Thurs 
day to Saturday. Tickets are S3 
and shows starts at 2 Oh.

Baudelaire has conveyed. Every- 
thing we know about her is 
through him, but all that we 
know about him in NYC is 
through Acker. Johnson uses 
seven actors to represent two 
voices which results in a confu- 
sion of identity and a 
multi-layering of creator and 
author. 

Johnson has taken a unique 
and unusual literary text which 
deals not only with the female 
voice, and lack 
thereof, but also is- 
sues of sexuality 
which are inevitable 
when dealing with 
AIDS since it affects 
both our perception 
of sexuality and our 
ability to express 
sexuality, johnson 
says she has 
adapted Acker's 
writing through im- 
age movement and 
studied Karen 
Finlay, a highly in- 
tense and 

politicized perform- 
ance artist for 
background inspira- 
tion. 

Vision World, di- 
rected by Sarah 
Stanley, explores a 
totally different as- 
pect of sexuality. It 
deals with "the sec- 
ond of knowing 
between two peo- 
ple when they 
realize theirrelation- 
ship is over, but don't admit it to 
each other." 

When Janie discovers this mo- 
ment of revelation, Johnny 
becomes, in her mind, a prolif- 
eration of men. The interesting 
thing is that janie apparently 
speaks through her groin and a 
completely separate character, 
a head, is another manifestation 
of her voice. 

This thread of female explo- 
ration of sexuality is most 
explicitly portrayed in Stacey 
Christodoulou's adaptation of 
Andrea Dworkin's Mercy. There 
are four actors, a male and three 
female, who all play the part of 
one woman who achieves a po- 
litical consciousness about her 
experiences with men andsexu- 
ality. The whole thing takes place 
in the contained space of a movie 
theatre, but as Christodoulou 
explains, she aims to challenge 
the physical limits of the actors. 

There is no vocabulary for 
what she achieves since it's not 
dance, mime or choreography, 
but a combination and subver- 
sion of all these. This "theatrical 
movement" is meant to capture 
the beauty of the text and make 
it accessible and visual. In so 
doing, she hopes to convey the 
subtext of female sexuality as it 
is perceived, expressed and re- 
pressed by society. 

In Big Blonde, a semi-auto- 



biographical short story by 
Dorothy Parker, there is a con- 
tinued blurring of gender lines 
since the character of Hazel 
Morse is played by four actors, 
both male and female. To real- 
ize the literary text dramatically, 
Martha Hancock uses slides, ac- 
tors, and sound bites. Hancock 
says that part of the intensity is 
that the audience is completely 
surrounded by the performance. 
Parker is known for her insight- 



ful social observations, wit, ironic 
tone and hopefully less so for 
her alcoholism, which is explored 
in the character of Hazel. 

The entire form of LITERAL 
MADNESS is extremely experi- 
mental and refreshing. With 
Mégalo as a part of the deal, the 
evening becomes more than a 
theatrical experience. Hopefully 
there will be a mixture of audi- 
ences since the organizers intend 
to appeal to theatre, bar, and 
music-goers who are interested 
in crossing over into other forms 
and artistic pursuits. 

According to the directors, 
the most amazing thing has been 
the mutual support and gener- 
osity of people involved, most of 
whom have been working for 
free. There is a need for women 
directors to claim a space and 
make themselves known, to have 
the opportunity to show their 
work and although they may 
have different agendas, to "band 
together" as Christodoulou says. 
They are all glad to be working, 
but also to be part of a positive 
community, to be able to keep 
their integrity as individual di- 
rectors, working within a 
collective consciousness.

wasted crucial time by sending fu- 
tile “technical team” missions to 
evaluate the situation. Other Afri- 
can countries, particularly 
neighbouring Ethiopia, Kenya and 
Djibouti, were not informed. Mo- 
hammed Sahnoun, the modest and 
courageous United Nations’ repre- 
sentative to Somalia was warned to 
stop criticising the United Nations 
in public for its failed efforts in 
Somalia, since this was“deeplydam- 
aging to the organization’s 
reputation.” Hewasdismissed soon 
after. Sahnoun's dismissal was a 
poignant example of how bureau- 
cratic politics and personal 
ambition outweigh human life. 

Finally, thereisadirect relation- 
ship between the United Nations’ 
high “reputation” and bureaucracy 
on the one hand, and its account- 
ability for its actions on the other. 
Somalia is not the only country in 
crisis. And we do not think that the 
United States is going to send hope 
restoration missionariesto Mozam- 
bique, Sudan, Ethiopia, Zaire, 
Bosnia, - and the list is long. 

So what we need to do is to ques- 
tion seriously the role of the United 
Nations in a post-Cold War world. 
It is our firm belief that the United 
Nations’ failure in Somalia will have 
far-reaching consequences in any 
future attempts todeal with human 
tragedy.

After long winter, 

Solstice moves the spring

Montréal is about to get it's 
first taste of the international 
Rave scene. Solstice promises to 
be the most incredible cultural 
event Montréal hasseen to date. 

The organizers, called the Bus 
Company, are a diverse collec- 
tive of close knit friends who 
were tired of party promises that 
never materialized. 

The inspiration behind this 
event comes after the tremen- 
dous success of a party they 
threw last year at the infamous 
Crisco known as "The Rites Of 
Spring". 

The Bus Company is made up 
of nine highly motivated and 
creative members, who are quick 
to point out that they are not 
club promoters by profession, 
neither are they searching for 
their limelight, like some of the 
other promoters in town and 
those involved with the scene 
elsewhere (such as Pleasure Force 
from Toronto). 

They claim that "cult of per- 
sonality" is not their thing, which 
is why they call themselves the 
Bus Company. Andrew, one of 
its members adds that, "It's nice 
to give back to Montréal after 
taking, taking and taking for the 
past three years that I've been 
here." 

The rave scene is a dominant 
subculture of our generation. 
People will identify with it just as 
people have looked back upon 
the sixties. 

It's impossible to divorce this 
scene from a national or interna- 
tional level. Rave is a 
phenomenon that is experi- 
enced throughout the world 
from North America to japan. 



Large scale raves are being held 
even in India. 

One can certainly place Raves 
in a historical context. "The origi- 
nal concept of the carnival was a 
massive gathering of people. The 
idea of a carnival, a tribal gather- 
ing or dance is bringing people 
together that is so far apart from 
the commercialization that be- 
longs to the western ideal", said 



Paul, the principal organizer. 

Solstice offers Montréalers a 
new and diverse perspective, as 
well as multiple attractions. One 
of these attractions will be the 
Psychedelic Mind Machine. 

The machine emits pulsating 
light beams into the retina of 
the eye, that cause intense visual 
hallucinations. "This kaleido- 
scopic visual imagery produces 



rapid alterations in conscious- 
ness which alter the individual's 
understanding of space and re- 
ality" says Steve Venright, a 
pioneer of the technology. 

Typically, after a 5 minute 
session, which costs approxi- 
mately 4 dollars, you are left 
with a sense of well being, and 
an array of visual hallucinations 
which mimic those produced by 
certain mind altering drugs. 
The advantage is that you do 
notin anyway undergo a chemi- 
cal intoxication, while 
maintaining the kind of "high" 
these drugs deliver for up to an 
hour. 

The Bus Company have hired 
the best in local lighting design. 
They are working in association 
with the reputable Pandemo- 
nium Productions. The 
highlights of the show include a 
completely integrated "smart" 
lighting system of roboscans that 
can create images at will from a 
computer program. 

The venue lends itself beauti- 
fully to projections because of 
it's large walls. Hallucinogenic 
and computer-generated visu- 
als will be projected all night 
long. 

The Bus Company have 
brought in a Mark Zero, a video 
artist who will be showing in- 
sane video footage throughout 
the evening. Not quite in the 
same genre as Bill Viola, Mark's 
work is heavily influenced by 
electronic music. 

This party promises to deliver 
all forms from the modern array 
of populardub music. Hardcore 



techno, Rave, and Breakbeatwill 
be featured in one room, while 
the second will feature progres- 
sive or "deep" House and Trance 
techno. For those familiar with 
these styles, this party proves to 
blow the roof off previous ware- 
houses which have usually 
featured only one style. 

For those of you who are un- 
familiar with raves, this event 
gives you an excellent, never- 
before offered opportunity to 
explore music to which you may 
not have been exposed, or only 
minimally. This is not 
Technotronic. This is not Black 
Box. This is music, intelligent 
music, made for dancing, not 
for sales. 

The D.j. selection forthis event 
is outstanding, featuring not only 
the best in local (and McGill) 
talent, but also showcasing tal- 
ent from other rave 
megacenters, like London, To- 
ronto, Detroit, and NYC. In 
addition. Solstice will be featur- 
ing two live performances, one 
by Detroit's duo, Cybersonik, 
practically godfathers of the 
Detroit techno style, and Deko, 
a Toronto performer of eccen- 
tricity and talent. 

Also, Solstice will be featuring 
a Smart Lounge, hosted byjustin, 
a Montréal entrepreneur. As 
explained in the previous article 
on Rave culture in The Daily Cul- 
ture, a smartbarfeaturesa variety 
of deliciousand nutritious drinks 
that replenish the body's natu- 
ral supply of vitamins and 
chemicals. 

Usually, the smart bar is set 
away in a corner, so it won't cut 
into alcohol sales. Justin's lounge, 
however, will feature as an inte- 
gral part of the main arena, 
where seating and visuals will be 
provided. This way, the promot- 
ers hope to introduce more 
people to this non-intoxicating, 
healthy alternative. For those 
inclined to the ecstatic experi- 
ence and the trip, smart drinks 
do provide a much needed re- 
plenishing of lost brain helpers 
(if you trip, drink). 

Clearly, drugs are not an inte- 
gral part of the scene, and that is 
something the Bus Company 
and the people in the scene want 
to emphasize. It's not to say that 
drugsaren'tacceptable, just that 
they aren't necessary or central 
(Moby hasn't touched drugs in 
ten years). 

Since this event has attracted 
calls from all over the U.S. and 
Canada and even (rumour has 
it) Japan, it's probably a good 
idea to buy your tickets in ad- 
vance. They are on sale at Juan 
and Juanita in the Les Cours 
Mont Royal, and at Bunker and 
In Beat, both on the St. Laurent 
strip between Prince Arthur and 
Sherbrooke. 

This party is going to a huge 
groundbreaking event, that will 
undoubtedly set the standard 
for all future raves in Montréa' 
Don't be one of those who missr 
this.

There are two distinct kinds of 
electronic music being released 
nowadays. 

There is dance-oriented, com- 
mercial techno and then there is 
non-commercial techno. The 
former is aimed at the market- 
able rave culture, while the latter 
is more substance, less trend. 

The majority of commercial 
techno is made by one-hit bands 
(usually just a Dj) and released on 
compilation albums. Groups such 
as 808 State and The Orb , on the 
other hand, fall into the non- 
commercial basket. Then there 
are bands such as The Shamen 
and Orbital who fall in between 
these groups. 

This brings me to High-tech/ 
no crime. This is an album of 
Yellow Magic Orchestra tracks 
remixed by modern electronic 
bands. ( YMO was a japanese 
synth-pop band which broke up 
in 1984.) 

808 State, The Orb, The 
Shamen, Orbital, Altern 8 and LFO 
all contribute remixes to this al- 
bum. When I first saw that Altern 
8 and LFO were involved, I ex- 
pected that this was an album of 
typical rave — fun to dance to, 



short on originality and skill. 

But I was surprised. All the 
tracks are well done, and farfrom 
commercial techno. Altern 8 have 
taken a series of upbeat riffs and 
combined them in sequence and 
on top of each other amidst a 
heavily syncopated rhythm. In 
fact, the Altern 8 remix of "Multi- 
plies" is one of the best. Even my 
roommate likes it, and he calls 
most of my music "chick-a- 
bokka". 

However, one thing I noticed 
about this track is that it's ex- 
tremely difficult to dance to. I'm 
beginning to think that good elec- 
tronic music is un-danceable by 
nature. No wonderdub DJsnever 
play my requests. 

Most of the other remixes are 
also excellent. Both 808 5tofeand 
Orbital live up to the high stand- 
ards the/ re used to.

NOT ANOTHER COMMITTEE 

To the Daily: 

Ruth Promislow has responded to 
my Hyde Park (March 8) in this week’s 
Tribune. She has defended the work of 
the Ad Hoc Committee on Race 
Relations, and amaintains that the 
committee has been successful in 
bringing students’ desire for a race 
relations policy to the attention of the 
university. 

My Hyde Park did not dispute this. 
But the fact remains that despite having 
examined the need for a race relations 
policy, the Administration ahs refused 
to acknowledge that one is needed. 

Promislow recommended that I 
“wait until [the committee] have 
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finished [their] work before [I] pass 
judgement”. I find it amusing that 
during her campaign Promislow 
championed the committee’s 
accomplishments only to concede now 
that she has been elected that the work 
has not yet been done. 

Now that Promislow is vp u niversity 
affairs, she will have to listen to student 
suggestions, and indeed actively engage 
students in discussion in order to gain 
their input. My Hyde Park criticized 
Promislow for not going to existing 
clubs which work consistently on the 
issue of race relations, in order to gain 
their perspectives. Her defense: “the 
very existence of the committee was to 
serve that purpose”. 

Promislow just doesn’t get it, docs 
she? If groups already exist which deal 
with the issues she would like to sec 
addressed, then setting up yet another 
committee only hinders 
communication. 

I reassert my position: Promislow’s 
committee has failed in not 
communicating effectively with the 
members of groups made up primarily 
of people of colour, and it has failed in 
its dealings with the Administration. 

However, 1 commend the group for 
not giving up hope, and for realizing 
that its work is not yet done.

Although MacCready’s and 
Hutchinson’s issuesarc well-taken, they 
seem peripheral to more pressing 
concerns which were not addressed. 

Our situation here can often be 
understood as an undeclared war on 
women, with pornography as the 
propoganda used to incite it. The 
pornography desensitizes men to the 
human-ncss of the enemy, allowing 
them to commit crimes with a dear 
conscience. (E.g., conquered “savages” 
in Amerika.) 

Further, through this process, the 
attack is sexualized. The men arc 
motivated not out of duty to fellow- 
men or country, rather they leant to 
experience the assault as a personal, 
sexual pleasure. 

Men become so accustomed to this 
brainwashing that they arc not only 
without guilt, but believe it is their right 
to act out these scenarios. Horribly, 
resistance by the woman is seen as only 
part of the game, a cue to increase the 
violenceuntilthcincvitablccompliancc. 

No-Mcans-No?Nomcans “harder”, 
men arc taught. Does it really work? If 
the media can make people feel good 
about the video-massacre oflraqis, then 
pornography can make a man feel good 
about rape. 

Much of pornography is hate 
literature. This is a civil rights issue, not 
a debate on morals. People readily 
understandhow the need forcensoring 
anti-Semitic literature far outweighs the 
loss in freedom of speech incurrcd.Thc 
top priority issue here is how safe 
women feel on the street and in their 
homes. 

Pom can be woman-positive, surely, 
and censorship is probably ineffective, 
and used against us anyhow. In 
searching for alternative responses to 
the problem, however, we should at 
least begin by acknowledging the 
negative aspects of pornography. 

“Pornography is the theory and rape 
is the practice.” It is important that we 
all (especially us men) think carefully 
about how we allow the media to 
influence some of the more personal 
parts of our personalities.

Crazy SSMU debates 

To the Dally: 

At the last meeting of the McGill 
Students’ Council, on Thursday M arch 
11, the SSMU Policy Manual was 
amended. One of the amendments 
made to the policy manual states that 
no food may be sold at SSMU tables 
without the permission of the Room 
Bookings Coordinator and that the 
Room Bookings Coordinator be 
provided with a list of foods that are 
inappropriate to be sold at the tables for 
health and sanitary reasons. 

Before adopting the above policy, 
Council considered adopting a policy 
which would forbid the nature of any 
food at SSMU tables unless it was of a 
“bake sale” nature. Reasons given to 
support this idea included that “bake 
sale” style food was easier to recognize 
as being fresh or gone-off, while non- 
bake sale style food was not. 

There was not dear définit ion of the 
term “bake sale” food. 'Hie example of 
samosas was brought up as one type of 
food which might not qualify as a “bake 
sale” food. 

As of Friday, March 12, 1993, the 
Room Bookings Coordinator had no 
list of foods that were inappropriate for 
sale, nor was the Room Bookings 
Coordinator provided with clear criteria 
for aedepting or refusing requests by 
McGill clubs to sell food on SSMU 
tables. 

Three points were raised in relation 
to the discussion of this policy change. 
First, there was concern at Council that 
some foods sôld at the SSMU tables 
pose a health risk. Second, councillors 
said Marriott Food Services has 
expressed concern that someone who 
eats tainted food from an SSMU table 
and then cats Marriott food may become 
ill and inappropriately sue Marriott 
Food Services for problems caused by 
food from an SSMU table. A third point 
raised was that Marriott could be losing 
business because of popular food sales 
from SSMU tables in the Shatner 
Building. 

If you arc interested in any of these 
issues, speak with your councillors, 
whose offices arc in room 104 of the 
Shatner Building and come to the next 
meeting. If you have any questions about 
the procedures of Council, please leave 
a not for the Speaker of Council at the 
SSMU desk in the Shatner Building.

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Utopian dreams and collective visions 

An exhibition charts the civic impact of world’s fairs

W orld’s fairs present 
an international meeting of 
minds and a showcase for na- 
tional pride and integrity, 
paralleled by encyclopedic dis- 
plays of goods and ideas. 
Architectural design becomes a 
competitive sport as nations 
strive to compete with each 
otherthrough innovative— and 
often ostentatious — pavilions. 

What is often overlooked 
when analyzing a world's fair, 
however, is the integral role that 
site planning plays in defining 
the characteristics and success 
of the fair. World's fairs become 
a city onto themselves, and their 
often futuristic proposals at- 
tempt to establish an urban form 
for posterity. 



Civic Visions, World's Fairs, a 
small new exhibition in Hall 
Cases at the Canadian Centre 
for Architecture, looks at the 
contribution of site planning to 
the history of international exhi- 
bitions. By choosing specific 
examples from the nineteenth 
and twentieth centuries, the 
exhibition uses an assortment of 
original lithographs, planners' 
and architects' drawings, and 
some particularly relevant 
memorabilia to explore the im- 
portance of fair sites as diverse 
microcosms for growing civic 
concerns. 

The relationship between in- 
novative architecture and site 
planning has traditionally been 
an important link in defining the 
success of a world's fair. Joseph 
Paxton's Crystal Palace, Le 
Corbusier's Philips pavilion at 
Brussels, and R. Buckminster 
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Fuller's geodesic dome at Mon- 
treal's Expo 67 have all reflected 
and inspired a landscape that is, 
for the time, exclusively mod- 
ern. Even Chicago's World 
Colombian Exhibition of 1893, 
whose artificial Beaux-Arts ar- 
chitecture can be construed as 
regressive when compared to 
Louis Sullivan's emerging sky- 
scrapers, established a precedent 
in civic design through Frederick 
Law Olmsted and Daniel 
Burnham's innovative planning. 

Pioneering Spirit 

London's pioneering Great 
Exhibition of 1851, saw the un- 
ion of specific site planning and 
architecturalinnovation thatrec- 
ognized the sanctity of the Hyde 
Park location but added to it the 
wondrous structure of Paxton's 
Crystal Palace. 

Paxton, a landscape gardener 
and engineer, created the Crys- 
tal Palace as a three-tiered, iron 
and glass conservatory. Com- 
posed of glass sheets and iron 
framework, its modularand pre- 
fabricated design, easily 
assembled and dismantled, im- 
pressed the exhibition jury and 
satisfied the complaints of the 
Hyde Park preservation society, 
a group of landowners and aris- 
tocrats who felt that the park 
should not be altered or scarred 
in a drastic manner. 

The importance of the Hyde 
Park location defined the aspira- 
tions of the Great Exhibition 
through its physical association 
with the gentry's homes sur- 
rounding the park. Furthermore, 
the Crystal Palace expressed Bri- 
tannia's claim to greatness: it 
created an atmosphere in which 
the public could casually saun- 
ter through Paxton's structure, 
enjoying the fruits of its colonial 
might. 

The Great Exhibition estab- 
lished a series of important fairs 
throughout the rest of the nine- 
teenth century, each striving to 
building upon the prominence 
of its predecessor. 

Paris' Exposition Universelle 
of 1 867 set into motion the city's 
massive city-planning schemes. 
Built upon the derelict grounds 
of the Champ-de-Mars, the Ex- 
position provided an important 
instance in civic design. Its 
twenty-three hectares were 
completely excavated and 
leveled, subterranean water, gas, 
drainage systems installed, a 
mammoth Palais de l'Industrie 
erected in its centre, and its other 
two-thirds made into a busy 
cosmopolitan park. 

The attempt to create a 
civically sound cosmopolitan 
environment, later carried on at 
Chicago's World's Colombian 
Exposition by Frederick Law 
Olmsted, defined the growing 
recognition of the city as a holis- 
tic centre defined by the 
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The construction of Paxton's crystal Palace 



interaction of social groups. Nev- 
ertheless, the nineteenth century 
did not lose its sense of class 
divisions or nostalgia. The hit 
exhibit of Paris' 1 900 Exposition 
Universelle was Le Vieux Paris, a 
reconstructed historic village 
amid a vast and exhausting ur- 
ban site that had come to be 
defined by the modern concepts 
of the Galerie des Machines and 
the Eiffel Tower. 

Futuristic Cities 

World 's fairs have pro- 
vided generations with a 
forward-looking spirit, a collec- 
tive optimism sparked by the 
fantastic array of cutting-edge 
technologies and displays of 
exotic paraphernalia. 

More importantly, however, 
is the contribution that fairs make 
to image of the future city. 

The New York World's Fair of 
1 939-40 signaled the decline of 
the park as a central feature in 
the American urban fabric and 
instead showed how transpor- 
tation shaped in uniting urban 
form. 

The "park" was usurped by 
the "parkway" as highways to 
the Flushing Meadows site were 
constructed, and the automo- 
bile was rigourously promoted 
both for getting to the fair and 
as something to see once there. 
The Transportation Zone housed 
the pavilions of Ford, General 
Motors, and Chrysler. GM's 
"Highways and Horizons" was 
the most popular exhibit; its 
most popular feature was Nor- 
man Bel Geddes' "Futurama," a 
miniature model city of 1960 
based on dynamic road design. 

The similar forward-looking 
spirit permeated Montréal's 
Expo 67. The Modernist desire 
to recapture the optimistic spirit 
of the nineteenth-century exhi- 
bition and use it to address 
questions relevant to the twen- 
tieth-century city was captured 



in the construction of two is- 
lands. Set apart from the city, 
the exhibition, called "Man and 
His World," created a poten- 
tially utopian environment, 
where Fuller's futuristic geodesic 
dome rubbed shoulders with Frei 
Otto's innovative canopied Ger- 
man Pavilion. 

World 's fairs carefully di- 
agnosed issues of urban life by 
becoming reflexive environ- 
ments typifying all that is good 
within an urban context. As 
Benjamin Portis, curator of the 
exhibition, writes, exposition 
sites became "civic laboratories 
where the rapid pace of con- 
struction made it possible to 
demonstrate new ideas in town 
planning long before they could 
actually be translated into ac- 
tual urban fabric." 

Unfortunately, world's fairs 
have become isolated utopias, 
cordoned-off communities 
where visitors temporarily seek 
refuge from their own dirty and 
overcrowded cities. While the 
great fairs were museums that 
synthesized all that was poten- 
tially good in a city, their 
optimism has perhaps been lost 
in our era's fragmented and 
somewhat dissociated world 
view. 

What Civic Visions, World's 
Fairs best presents, then, is our 
loss of faith in the practical and 
the ideal. As Neil Harris writes in 
the exhibition catalogue, the fact 
that many people no longer 
believe in the fairs' possibility is 
"an admission as depressing as 
it realistic."
